The art applied in the final rejection appears to be proper. When looking at a graph representing the law of supply and demand, Price 
signifies the Y axis while Quantity signifies the X axis. As Quantity increases, the Supply curve shifts to the right causing the break-even 
price to subsequently lower. Thus, as quantity (refered to as supply in previous office actions) of traffic rises, the price charged for the 
page will decrease. This teaching, combined with Kusumoto, is believed to teach the entirety of claim 1. 

Furthermore, aside from the Law of Supply and Demand, this concept is also illustrated by the old and well known marketing principle of 
volume discounts, which was not cited or relied upon in any earlier actions. 

In regards to claim 7, the cost varying according to a time period is indeed taught by Kusumoto. 
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
